This letter refers to your request, dated August 09, 
2009 and received in this office on August 10, 2009, for 
information concerning Goldman Sachs, Lloyd Blankfein, 
Henry Paulson, Robert Rubin, Stephen Friedman and Jon 
Corzine . 

Please be advised, a FOIA request should reasonably 
describe the records sought with sufficient specificity as 
to names, dates, and subject matter to permit us to locate 
the requested records. 

Your request does not "reasonably describe" the 
records sought as required by 5 U.S.C. 552(a) (3) (A) and the 
Commission's implementing rule, 17 CFR 200.80(d) (3) . This 
rule requires that "[e]ach request for Commission records 
or copies thereof shall reasonably describe the records 
with sufficient specificity with respect to names, dates 
and subject matter to permit the records to be located 
among the records maintained by or for the Commission." 
The description must be sufficiently specific so that an 
agency may locate records by examining indices to its 
record-keeping systems or specifically identifiable files. 
FOIA does not require an agency to review every document or 
file in its possession to locate potentially responsive 
records. See Hudgins v. IRS , 620 F. Supp. 19 at 21 (D.D.C.

A request for all documents related to a topic, 
without any defining parameters or description of the files 
to be reviewed, is inappropriate. See Massachusetts v. 
Dep't of HHS , 727 F . Supp. 35, at 36 n.2 (D. Mass. 1989) . 
Agencies are not required under the FOIA to conduct 
wide-ranging, "unreasonably burdensome" searches for 
records . See Blackman v. United States Dep't of Justice , 
No. 00-3004, slip op. at 5 (D.D.C. July 5, 2001) . 

Moreover, until an agency receives a proper request, 
i.e. , one that reasonably describes the records as FOIA 
requires, an agency is not obligated to search for 
responsive records, meet time deadlines, or release any 
records. See 5 U.S. C. 552(a)(3)(A) and (a)(6)(A). For 
information on how to properly submit a FOIA request, 
please visit our website at www . sec . gov .
